Church's Birthday 


The Old Law had a feast of 
Pentecost, when the city of Jeru 


salem was filled with people from 
many nations, as we are told in 
the Acts of the Aposties. The first 
New Law Pentecost occurred on 
the same day, and Peter addressed 
the multitude of Jews who had 
come to observe their Pentecost 
He was so filled with the Holy 
Spirit and spoke so convincingly 
that 3,000 of them repented of 
their sins, and offered themselves 
for Baptism. 

These converts were the first 
members received into the Church 
after the return of Christ to Heav- 
en, and, therefore, Pentecost is of- 
ten called “the birthday of the 
Church.” Its first converts were 
Jews, who had been indoctrinated 


with the idea that they were God's 
chosen people and, therefore, fill 
ed with prejucice against any new 
religion. But such was the power 
of the Holy Ghost over them that 
these 3,000 surrendered. 


Since these eonverts were from 
many countmes the Church really 
became international or “Catholic” 
on the very day of its birth 

Just as we receive the Son of 
(,od in the. Sacrament of the Holy 
Fucharist,. so we receive the Hely 
Ghost in person in the Sacfement 
of Confirmation. Just as we can 
lose the presence of Jesus in our 
souls by the commission of mortal 
Sin, sO we can lose the presence 
of the Holy Spirit in the same way. 

Think of the privilege of the 
Catholic who can be personally 
united with the Son of God and 
the Holy Ghost! In fact in the 
Gospel of Pentecost Christ tells us 
that if we will love Him the Heav- 
enly Father will join us—‘“and 
take up His abode in us.”

Here is the story of some of the camps. In the Junk Bay 


Camp, there are 10,000 refugees of whom 900 are Catholics. 


Father Tsao, a Chinese priest, has started a schoo! for the 


children, a dispensary for the sick, and in two years has bap 


tized 1,200, many of whom are adult converts. 

About 10 miles from Hongkong is an iron mine called 
Ma On Shan where the famished work for 50 cenis a dav. 
In one year Father Eleutherius, a Belgian, and Father Wong 
have baptized 300 while sharing with them the insufferable 
conditions of hard labers. In Tung Tau Village 12,000 people 
who lived in huis were all made homeless by fire. Father 
Trube, Father Wu and Father Yung have bailt a school 
which also serves as a Church; 800 are now Catholics and 
200 are taking instructions. 


The heroic story of our missionaries feeding the refugees 
reminds us of Our Lord feeding the hungry multitude. He was 
then a refugee from Herod, as these priests and Chinese are 
refugees from Maotse-tung. But though under persecution, the 
Gospel says: “He had compassion on them because they were 
as sheep not having a shepherd.” The disciples said Send 
them away.” But Our Lord answered: “Give them to eat.” 

The disciples retorted they had only five loaves and two 
fishes 

““Twas the seed time when He blessed the bread 

“Twas harvest when He broke.” 

Christ in this Hour of Tragedy is still feeding the world 
through the help ef His Church, that is through you.

Another evil Pius X sought to 
correct was the infrequent recep 
tion of the sacraments.

Unfortunately, 
long periods would pass between 
the occasions when one approached 
the altar and received Holy Com- 
munion. Often in time total indif.

In his early years as a parish 
priest, Pius X was familiar with 
these conditions and did all with. 
in his power to revive and rebuild 
a religious spirit and arouse the 
indifferent souls in his flock. When 
he was Bishop of Mantua, he was
